CAFE FAILURE 


Bankruptey of Managing 
; Director 


Under a receiving order made on the 
petition of a creditor against Mr, 
Danicl Nicola Pigache, formerly 
managing director of the Cafe Royal, 
Regent Street, W., the first meeting of 
eroditors was held in mail week at the 
London Bankruptcy Court, 

Mr. Ferrara ‘ Vyvyan, Official Ro- 
ceiver, reported that the debtor had 
stated in preliminary cxamination 
that before tho outbreak of war he 
was employed at the Cafe Royal, 
which had been founded by his grand- 
Parents, He then Joined the army and 
served until he was demobillsed with 
the rank of captain. Twelve months 
later he took over the management of 
the Cafe Royal, and eventually becamo 
managing director, which position he 
held. until last April. 

; To Rebuild It 

In 1924 it’ was decided to rebuild 
he cafe. at’ the estimated cost of 
£500,000, the: necessary finance to be 
provided as follows: The Cafe Royal 
rdserved funds, £180,000; the Bank of 
England, £230,000, and the Nicols 
Trustees Loang, £117,500. The cost of 
the rebuilding, howover, greatly ex- 
ceeded the original estimate, and even- 
tually, as the Cafe Royal could not re- 
pay the Bank of England the. amount 
of their advances, the Bank. placed a 
receiver and manager in possession, 
and the debtor found himself without 
employment, It was anticipated, so 
‘the debtor had asserted, that a salo 
of the cafe would bo offected™at an 
early date at a figure which would re- 
pay the loan by the Nicols Trustees 
(of whom he was one, and a beneft- 
clary), and Icave a surplus more than 
sufficient to discharge his own indebt- 
edness, estimated at £5,000.

The number of - marriages 
aolemnised in England and Wales 
during the year vas 303,228, and 
was equal to a rate of 16.4 persons 
married per -thousand persons 
living. During the three years, 
1919-21, following demobilisation 
after the war, the rate averaged 
19.0, which, wad the highest record- 
ed since the establish. ent of civil 
registration. The rate in aucceed- 
ing years showed an almost  con- 
tinuous decline until 1926 (the year 
of the general strike), when it was 
14.3, the lowest. rate recorded. since 
1886, while it rose to 16.7 in 1927 
and fell slightly -to 15.4 in 1928, 
comparing with 15.2, 15.3, ‘and 15.2 
in the three years, 1923, 1924, and 
1926 respectively. 
’ The greatest quarterly number of 
marriages was again recorded in the 
third quarter of the year, the num- 
ber in this quarter being more than 
double that In the March quarter. 
‘| This preference for the third quar- 
ter has been a feature of the re- 


turns since’ ‘the beginning - of the 


present century, prior to which the 
highest proportion wae recorded” in 
the fourth quarter.

PRE-EGYPTIAN CIVILISA- 
"TIONS 

GREAT DISCOVERIES 
-Florence-—Profesaor Clpriani, of 
the Florence University, whose: dis- 
covery of the footpritit of a gigantic 
type of‘ prehiatoric: man on- ‘the 
banks of the Limpopo River, has 
been reported within’ the last: few 
days, has been exploring Rhodesia 
for the last eight months.’ He has’ 
sent ‘back to Italy a most interest- 
ing account of his discoveries and 
of his deductions as to the primi- 
tive inhabitants of ‘South Africa, 
based upon the rock carvings and 
paintings, and the ruins of tombs 
and temples which he has found 


‘on. thé high table-lands watered by 


the Zambesi, the Limpopo, the Vaal, 
and the Orange River. These re- 
maing reveal traces of a civilisation 
dating back some seven or eight 
thousand ydars and anterfor, there- 
fore, to the Egyptians of the firat 
dynasties and to the most ‘ancient 
Aslatic civilisations. 

“The Bushmén tell us their own 
story,” he says. “War scenes are 
continually reproduced, and strange 
figures of gigantic men surrounded. 
by small men who are trying to 
overcome them. These ‘are most 
probably the original invaders, pos- 
sibly from the - Indian Ocean, who 
decimated the original inhabitants 
of a small and more delicate build, 
seized their women and became the 
forefathers’ of the Bantu’ race 
which dominated the country for a 
léng period and erected the massive 
fortresses of Zimbabye and Kamai.” 

It. will be seen. that Professor 
Cipriani ‘is. not {n agreement with 
Miss Caton. Thomson, who ‘at- 
tributes the Zimbabye ruins to a 
perlod not earlier than the ‘tenth or 
twelfth century of our era, He 


looks upon this view as “entirely. 


erroneoud,” ‘and is firm ‘in his 
opinion that these. mysterious for- 
tresses were built by the Bantu to 
defend the’ ‘yold ‘and diamond dis- 
tricts from an Incessant stream ‘of 
Aslatic'irvaders:' *

Sit Edward Parry In His Legill Ancedotage 


The ‘very essence of the 
essaylat's existence ia not 50 
much, his information as his 
manner, not so much his erudition 
as hia tone. It is the sap and 
savour of Montaigne’s forgiving 
frony that make him the {irresistible 
artist of the craft. And there is 


something of that mellowess, which’ 


comes only ,through forgiveness, in 
Sir Edward Parry’s “Concerning 
Many Things” (Cassell, 215,), so 
that the very taste of them, in all 
their variety, renews Itself for his 
readers. He has no faith, though, 
In mere. talk and suggests that Dr. 
Johnion would have rebuked the 
Walrus himself as one who “talked 
always: for fame.” 
| Macready in a Rage 
But he resuscitates many another 
wrangler and he js particularly 
happy in reviving the once famous 
ease‘Bunn v. Macready, in which he 
weighs the balance nicely between 
[the renowned actor and the then 
manager of Drury Lane. It arose 
out of a fracas in the theatre and 
the author allows: each combatant to 
Bpeak for himself. It was after 


the third act of “Richard III” when | 


the actor, mindful of a long grie- 
vance, opened the manager's door 
and exclaimed,“You d— scoundrel 
how dare you use’me in this man- 
ner?” And dignified, even in his 
anger, the actor gave the manager 
a ‘back-handed slap as a_ prell- 
minary: “I did not hear what he 
said, but I dug my fist in him as 
effectively as I could; he caught hold 
of me and got at one time the little 
finger of my left hand in his mouth 
and bit it.” ‘The actor exclaimed, 
“You rascal, would you bite?” 
while the manager roared “Murder! 
Murder!" 

Bunn’s account of the affair -is 
not unnatuurally different: “1 
was examining bills and documents 
previous to their payment on the fol- 
lowing morning, when, without the 
slightest note or preparation my 
door was: opened, and after an 
ejaculation of ‘There, you -villian, 
take that—and that,’ I was knocked 
‘down, one of my eyes was complete- 
ly closed up, the ankle of my left 
leg, which I am in the habit of 
pasaing round the leg of the chalr 
when writing, violently ‘sprained, 
my person plentifully sofled with 
blood, lamp-oil, and ink, the table 
upset and Richard III holding me 
down.” A jury eventually award- 
ed Bunn £150 damages. 

Several other old cases are fresh- 
ened into new life, but the author 


's perhaps at his est'tn his own cir. 
-cult memorfes. Among the many 
advocates recalled, Charles Russell 
is admitted to have bedn “one of tha 
greatest,” though . his manner | 
was “of the roughest.’ A cartain 
articled’ clerk, sent with papers to 
the advocate, lald them on a table 
in front of him. Russell threw 
them on‘the floor, whereupon the 
young man turned to the door and 
said calmly: “Mr. X’s cdinpliments 
and he will be with you at nine. 
thirty ‘to-morrow morning.” To 
this the’ other replied: “Go and 
pick up the d—— papers. 1 sup- 
pose I must have a look at them.” 
The clerk, howeyer, refused to do 
hia bidding and swore back heartily. 

Unlike Bunn In the grip of Richard 
Tl, Russell acknowledged himself 
as the aggressor. Peace was made 
Instantly and the famous advocate 
temained a firm friend of the 
articled clerk inthe yeans to come: 


A Savage Sentence 


The author has some wise ob- 
servations on the excessive severity 
of judges in those days and writes 
approvingly of Charles Hopwood, 
then Recorder of Liverpool, when 
he referred sympathetically to the 
case of a poor woman who, for pil- 
fering. a few shillings’ worth of 
food, had served twenty-two yeara’ 
(mprisonment. Hopwood . set the 
example of short sentences, at the 
same time converting public opinion 
by the fact that he had saved Liver- 
pool twenty-eight thousand pounds 
{n prison’ costs. “It was then that 
business men saw that there was 
sound sense in Hopwood's method, 
and that, as an Irish colleague 
sald, ‘he has indeed tSught us what 
a beautiful thing. {t is to temper 
mercy. with justice’.” 

All throagh Sir Edward's book 
there sounds the uote of worldly 
Kindliness with the exception of the 
essay entitled “Concerning Shake- 
speare on Fathers.” In this he 
observes bluntly: “After mature 
thought, I am clear that Shake- 
apeare discovered fathers to be 
absurd and ridiculous persons.

In the pages of 
Jane Austen, Sir Edward finds 
poppa taken ‘seriously, merely be- 
cause the’ novelist’s public inaisted 
upon euch treatment: “It is happily 
otherwise to-day. And what’ I 
find a0 encouraging is that it was 
equally so in Shakespeare’s time.’

But, apart- from poppa, {t is the : 
best and not the worst side of the 
most diverse personalities which 
appears in this book and perhaps 
the best illustration of {ts tone is 
in this significant, anecdote which 
concludes the easay on John Henry 
Newman. . Years before he became 
.0 cardinal, in the obscure days, 
“when he seemed, ao to speak, much 
set aside,” a poor person had left 
a silk handkerchief for him at the 
door with’ a respectful message. 
“Thirty years afterwards when ha 
went-to bed expecting to die, he did 
not array himself in the robes of his 
‘great office, but asked for this hand- 
kerchief to be brought to him and 
put it on, ‘and though the doctor 
said he might as well be without 
it, he died with {t on.” The ineight 
of the dying had taught’ ‘him that 
‘the desire of a man is his kindness;
